FOKEIGN NEWS.

It was stated in the House of Commons yes¬

terday that no applioatiou had been received
from the United States Government for the re¬

0'Meagher Condon, the Fenian
prisoner. It. wasalsj stated that he was not
confioed on Spike Island, nor had he ever been
handcuffed.
The reconstruction of tho French Cabinet

will not be announced until after the 8th of
March. Amone the measures to be brought
bt fjre the Assembly l-y the Lift wiil be imme¬
diate amnesty aud raising the state of siege.
Tho end of the Carlist war is officially an¬

nounced from Madrid. Don Carlos has en¬

tered Fraoce and asked for hospitality. The
fugitives are entering Fiance in large numbers,
and beiug interned by the authorities.
Kine Alfonso left the question of the return

of ex-Queen Isabella to Spain to the Ministry,
and no decision has yet been reached in the
matter.
On Sunday evenine the steamship Harbin¬

ger, from London to R men, struck the masts

of the sunken steamer Strath Clyde, and went
down in fifteen minutes. All on beard were

fortunately saved.
The Prince of Montenegro has recalled his

ALEXANDRIA AND YORKTOWN.
Among the petitions tiled but oot read io the

House of Representatives were the following,
introduced by Mr. Iluuton: A petition of the
City Council ot Alexandria, Va., tor the erec¬

tion ol a monument at Yorktown, Va., io pur¬
suance of the resolution of the Congress assem¬

bled under the articles of confederation passed
October 29th, 1781; that said monument be
erected by or before the 19' h of October, 1881,
the Centennial anniversary of the surrender ol
Earl Corowallis. This petition is in the hauds
of the committee on the Centennial celebration.
It is said that there will be abundant time to

act on this subject before 1881.
